| BUBLED. HIM IN THE POTTER'S FIELD. 
‘Failure to ‘Identify the Mysterious Suicide 


at Royal Center, Ind, 

Logansport, Ind., Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
The body of the Royal Center suicide was 
buried this afternoon in the potters field. No 
clew to his identity has been gained. Wednes- 
day afternoon last the stranger came to Hop- 
kinson’s boarding-house in Royal Center and 
stated that he was not feeling well and had de- 
cided to lay off fortwo orthree days. He 
paid his board fortwo days in advance, say- 
ing that he had left his baggage at Louisville 
and that as he had none he supposed that he 
would be required to pay in advance. About 4 
o’clock he asked for a barber-shop and a drug 
Directions were given and he went to 
the barber-shop and was shaved. From there 
he went to the drug store and asked for a 
quarter’s worth of quinine in bulk. This was 
given him and he then asked for eight large 
capsules, which were also sold him. All agree 
that there was nothing peculiar in his talk or 
manner. He retired at 8 o’clock and all at- 
tempts to arouse him the next morning failed. 
At 8 that evening he died with every symptom 
of morphine-poisoning. In the pocket of his 
vest, which hung upon his bed, was a small 
pill-box containing two small capsules of 
quinine according to tests. He was a 
fine lodking man 50 yeats of age and 
apparently in good circumstances, in height 
five feet seven, inches, weight about 150 
pounds, He had gray hair, thin on top and 
in front, a heavy blonde mustache, three 
false upper front teeth, and his clothing was 
good and consisted of a diagonal business 
suit, light overcoat of dark-brown color,. No. 
7 gaiters, overshoes, and white shirt, with 
stand-up collar and biack tie. On_ his cuffs 
was the name “ Pugh.” In his pockets were

‘States Brewing Company. 
Mirwavuxer, Wis., Feb. 16.—[Special,]—

pany this afternoon confirmed the report of a 
brewers’ combination, but said he was unable 
to give any of the details as yet. From an 
suthoritative source, though, it was learned 
that five Chicago breweries and the Blatz 
Brewing company of Milwaukee will form the 
combine and a new company .called the 
Cnited States Brewing company will open :1ts 
stock books for subscription this week. The 
old companies will transfer their property to 
the new concern, the capital of which is to. be 
$12,000,000. The stock of the new company will 
be subscribed exclusively by American. capi- 
talists, the principal among whom will be the 
stockholders in the oldcompanies. The prop- 
erty and’ good will of the Blatz Brewing com- 
pany have been turned over to the syndicate 
at the price of $3,750,000.

WHAT BECAME OF THAT LETTER! 

A great political mystery is absorbing the 
attention of the public. It is, “What became 
of the letter written by Henry Watterson to 
Gov.

Here, then, is the mystery. There must 
have been such a letter written, for Mr. Wat- 
terson says so. It ‘be suggested that he 
merely thought he % it—that it occurred 
to him how fit and proper such a letter would 
be—and that afterwards hée.concluded he had 
actually sent it. But that is not satisfactory, 
for where did the copy of the letter come from 
which was given to the: press? Such a note 
must have been penned, 

The New York papers are doing the best 
they can to unravel this mystery and have 
propounded a number of ingenious hypothe- 
ses. One is that Mr. Watterson gave the let- 
ter to the hired girl to mail, but that, as it did 
not have a stamp on if, and she did not care 
to squander two cents, she used it for curl- 
papers. Another is that the letter was 
written, put in an envelope, and then acci- 
dentally stuck away in adrawer. Another 
is that Mr. Watterson, instead of trusting such 
an important document to that vulgar and 
common conveyance known as the mails, 
handed it to some discreet Kentucky Judge or 
General, and sent it onto Albany by him. It 
isnot exactly the thing to send a challenge 
through the post-office. Love letters seem 
sweeter when sent by private messenger, and 
Mr. Watterson might have thought his appeal 
to Hill’s better nature would have more effect 
if delivered by some titled Kentuckian. ‘This 
hypothesis is worked out to the coriclusion 
that this messenger, knowing what the con- 
tents of the letter were, and being given some 
measure of discretion as to what he should do 
with it, decided not to deliver it. But this 
theory is weak, If sent by private hand, and 
the ambassador did not deliver it, he would 
have returned and reported to Mr. Watterson. 

It must ba admitted that the letter was 
written. Mr. Watterson is a. gentleman and 
what he says “goes.” That he believes the 
letter was mailed is unquestioned, Butin that 
he may be mistaken. He may have written 
it and stepped out, leaving it on his desk. 
Some visitor, possibly the correspondent of 
some newspaper, may have come in and bot- 
tled it. Mr. Watterson returning and finding 
it gone may have concluded that he had 
mailed it. The unlawful possessor may have 
held on to it for a time, doubtful what. he 
should do, Perhaps he read the account of

Or it can leave the sugar duties off, but de- 
clare that if any sugar-producing country does 
not begin reciprocity negotiations by July 1, 
say, the President shall reimpose on the 
raw sugar coming from such country the pres- 
ent average duty of two. cents'a pound, As 
the law stands it gives foreign nations till 
Jan. 1, 1892, and if they have not come to 
terms by then puts on their product only one- 
half the old duty—not a very alarming threat. 

Then having done one of these two things 
Congress should pass the Shipping bill, The 
effect of reciprocity will be that this country 
will have vastly increased quantities of goods 
to send to ite Pan-American customers. 
Therefore it should take steps which will. pro- 
vide it with ships in which to send them, just 
as the ordinary storekeeper, having goods to 
deliver to his customer, does not expect them 
to send for them or to take them home them- 
selyes, but gets a wagon and sends them 
around. The United States is nothing more 
than a big shopkeeper selling goods and col- 
lecting its pay in other goods. It should send 
out its wagon loaded with flour, pork, and 
manufactured goods and it will come back 
full of coffee, rubber, sugar, etc.
